Practically the -ame rules as last 
year's were adopted. One new one is 
that no player under contract in an- 
other league, or who i- an out and out 
professional, will be eligible to play in 
the Main Line League. 

Tlieie was « long and tiresome wran- 
gle over the matter of the appoint 
inent of an arbitration committee to 
whom disputes between club members 
might be referred for decision. It was 
decided to postpone final action there 
on until the April meeting. At that 
same time the matter of territorial 
boundaries will be decided. 

This followed an enthusiastic meet- 
ing of potentates, magnates, scribes, 
publicons and sinners which was held 
in Narberth the previous Friday at the 
office of Hubert J. Nash, President of 
our local club, at which preliminary 
steps were taken to launch the Main 
Line League for the season of 1024. 
Five towns were represented at the 
meeting and Paoli, though unrepre- 
sented, was considering applying for 
a berth in the League. Johnny Nuikui. 
of Oakniont, may later put in an ap- 
plication for a franchise at that rapid- 
ly growing town if an opening is of- 
fered. 

It was decided to keep the terri- 
torial boundaries for the various clubs. 
The so-called Bryn Miuvr territory was 
thrown open to the entire League; 
Bala-Cynwyd 's territory was extended 
to take in (lladwyne and Oulph Mills. 

No player who is an out-and-out pro- 
fessional or who is under contract to 
play in another league, will lie eligible 
to play in the Main Line League. 

There will be <in entirely tcw deal in 
umpires this season, it being decided 
to release 1'mps Lord, Griffith and 
Boone, last year's staff. 

In general prospects for a successful 
season, hoth in Xnrberth and the 
League as a whole, seem bright.

Pew n have been mure closely 

identilieil with the baseball liistorv of 
the Ceiled states than Terrence Tim 
iiell, and the following article which 
appeared in ''The Kv cuing Bulletin" 
the day of his death tells brietlv of 
the dav- when he was an active pa i 
t ii'ipant in t he nat ional sport : 

" ' I en y ' Ciiiieell. as he was known 
in baseball circles for half a century, 
wa- born in this city. When a youth 
he learned the game on the Phikidi'l- 
pliia sand lots with Kd Williamson, the 
Chicago player. From LS74 to l.s«-l he 
played with the Chicago, Athletics, 
Chillies and Ha n ishurg Clubs, num- 
bering among hi.- associates Billy Sun 
day, the evangelist, who was mice an 
outfielder on the Chicago tmin. 

•'Fioin ]n7n until he took up umpir- 
ing. Ciinncll was bo.-s of the Athletics. 

"It was while umpiring a game for 
the city championship between the 
Athletics and fh<- Phillies that Connell 
conceived his idea of having two urn 
pires, one to call balls and strike.- and 
the other to watch the plays on the 
bases. 

"He sought out Hairy Wright, man- 
ager of the Phillies, and pointed out 
the merits of the double umpiring sys- 
tem. Wright was struck with the feas- 
abi.ity of the idea and promptly put 
it into effect. At first Connell. umpir- 
ing jointly with Wesley Curry, chang- 
ed positions each inning. Later when 
the system became generally the vogue 
in the big leagues, the umpires were 
detailed to either post for the duration 
of the game. 

"After umpiring in the American 
Association for many years he w<is 
taken over by the .National League. He 
was known among ball players as a 
lirm and aggressive man, of whom it 
was said 'no player or manager ever 
I. luffed him.' 

"An instance of his gameness was 
told when the old Washington team 
was playing Cincinnati at the national 
capital. The home team had been bad- 
ly -beaten in several games and the 
manager declared his team would not 
play next day if Connell umpired. The 
President of the League wired Connell 
to leave Washington and go to Brook- 
lyn, ordering the Brooklyn umpire, 
Jack Valentine, to go to Washington 
in his stead. Instead of doing so Con- 
nell wired Valentine to stay in Brook- 
lyn, as he intended to finish the Wash- 
ington series. 

"The next d«y Connell walked on 
the Senators' playing field expecting 
trouble, not only from the manager, 
but the fans as well. The manager 
made things as hot as he could by yell- 
ing to the crowd the Washington team 
could not win because Connell was um- 
piring. 

"But Connell stuck to his job and 
to his own surprise the fans instead of 
'roasting' him began to shout to the 
Senators to play better ball. Cincin- 
nati won the game and Connell umpir- 
ed to the bitter end. " 

A true lover of the game, Mr. Cou- 
ncil's enthusiasm for the Bport was 
just as keen after his retirement from 
the diamond as when ho waB "takin' 
'era hot off the bat ' ' back in the days 
when the catcher wore neither mask 
nor glove, and later when ho was call- 
ing the balls and strikes. It was a 
tare . day, that he 4id not see oither 
the Phillies or the Athletics play, and 
not infrequently last summer he would 
attend a double-header jn Philadel- 
phia, and then take in one of our own 
Narberth twilight games.

Council and Civic Associ- 
ation to Co-operate 

At the adjourned i ting of Bur- 

o: gh Council, held at Kim Hal! Mini 
day night, -plans were begun tor Nar 
berth's annual Clean up Week. It will 
be held earlier than ii-nal this year, if 
[dans work out. 

The reason for the advanced due is 
I found in a letter received from the 
I State, asking for a uniform observance 
of Clean-up Week. Council referred the 
matter jointly tu the Police and I- ire, 
and the Highway and Sewers <\ m 
mittees. They urge that the Civic 
Association ami the other public bodies 
in Narberth join in this general 
c ini n up. 

Cleanup Week will be observed 
throughout the State during the week 
beginning April It. Appeals are being 
sent to the olticials of every city, dor 
ough, community and hamlet in the 
State, by the officials of the Stato De- 
partment of Health, 1-orest and Waters 
and State Police to prepare for the 
most intensive clean up period that 
Pennsylvania has ever witnessed. 

The cleanup efforts this year will 
not be confined to the settled portions 
of the State. In the more remote 
vicinities, forest wardens. State Police 
and health officers will direct the cru- 
sade to eliminate dirt, fire hazards and 
conditions that menace the public 
health. Kspecial attention will be de- 
voted to breeding spots for flies. The 
avowed aims of the Statewide drive 
are ami on need us health protection, 
fire protection and forest protection. 

In setting the third week in April 
as the clean-up period, the State offi- 
cials explain that they selected that 
seven-day period because it falls on 
the week that housewives throughout 
the State generally devote to spring 
housecleaning. April 1. too, has gen- 
erally been regarded as moving day 
throughout the State. A later date is 
not advisable, it is explained, because 
the intent of the drive is to eliminate 
the fly-breeding spots before the first 
spring flies deposit their eggs.

<if "Lou" Young, 1'enn football roach, 
and "Krny" Oouzens, graduate man- 
ager, with their respective families, 
two more big figures in the sporting 
world have been added to Narberth. 

Many players and officials of other 
days live in the Borough. Terrence 
Connell, who died this week, was a 
nationally known figure in baseball, 
ami his death removes a well liked cit- 
izen. 

State Senator Fletcher W. Stites was 
n famous pitcher for Penn, and later 
for Narberth. "Pinky" Simpson's 
name is well-known among the admir- 
ers of good pitching. 

The manager of our local lxill team, 
Wilmer C Crowell, was at one time 
one of the country's most famous 
drop-kickers, and today is called upon 
to referee the big football matches in 
all parts of the country. Last year 
his fame called him to the Pacific 
Coast. 

Another addition to our Nnrherth 
coaches is Coach Harmon, of the 
Haverford College football team, who 
moved in during the winter. Promi- 
nent in Tennis Club matters is Albert 
C. Miller, a member of the famous 
Miller family in Penn football. He is 
#n older brother of Heinic Miller, cap- 
tain of a few years ago. 

"Al" Miller was captain of the 
Penn team in 1909, and later acted as 
assistant coach, also coaching other 
teams after leaving Penn. The fame of 
"Bill" Dnrbin, our new Scoutmaster, 
haB traveled far as an all-around ath- 
lete. 

There are probably dozens and scores 
of others who have made their mark 
in sports, and are living in Narberth.

Qualifications of Voters 

They inu.-t be twenty-one years of 
age. 

They shall have been citizens of the 
I'nited States at least one month. 

They shall have resided in the Stdte 
one year (or having previously been 
i|iialilied electors or native-born citi- 
zens of the State, moved therefrom and 
returned, then six months), immedi- 
ately preceding the election. 

They shall have resided in the elec- 
tion district, precinct or division, where 
they offer to vote, at least two months 
(not sixty days) immediately preceding 
the election. 

If twenty-tHo years of age and up- 
wards, they sh« 11 have paid within two 
years a State or County tax, which shall 
have been assessed at least two months 
and paid at least one month before the 
November Election or any time before 
the Primary Election. — — ~— 

If over twenty-one years.xjf -age and 
less thon twenty-tmo at the date of 
election they can vote without having 
paid a tax by making affidavit as to 
their age, and if residing in a city hav- 
ing been registered^ 

A voter becomes of age on the day be- 
fore his twenty-first birthday. This 
year a person horn on November 5th 
can vote on Election Day, November 
4th, if registered and otherwise quali- 
fied. 

Any woman who marries a citizen of 
the TTnited .States, or any woman whose 
husband is naturalized after September 
22, 1922, shall not become a citizen of 
the United States by reason of such 
marriage or naturalization; but if elig- 
ible, she may be naturalized. 

A woman citizen of the United 
States shall not cease to be a citizen by 
reason of her marriage unless she makes 
a formal renunciation of her citizen- 
ship before a court having jurisdiction 
over naturalization of aliens; provided, 
that any woman citizen who marries 
an alien ineligible to citizenship shall 
cease to be a citizen of the United 
States.

ABOUT THE GARDEN 



The "Kami Journal" for April has 
for its leading feature an article Ly 
Mr. A. B. Ross, of Karherth, on fertil- 
izers, which is of special interest to 
the vegetable gardener. 

The principals of fertilizing and the 
wire of "the "soil", ' of "ciVi Trs'eT 'arJ'Th e -same 
when applied to any garden, but " Farm 
Journal readers are naturally interested 
in greater pro.luetion from their acres 
so that the article is not intended to 
apply directly to our little suhurbnn 
gardens, which are, generally speak- 
ing, oriKimental plantings or flower 
gardens. 

Our information on fertiliz.ing is 
usually that applied more especially to 
the vegetable garden and ordinarily 
ealls for quantities of animal manures 
spaded into the soil. While animal ma- 
nures contain good percentages of the 
three necessary elements to be added to 
the soil — nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash — their greater value to the flow- 
er garden is after the chemical ele- 
ments have leached out and only the 
rotted body of the manure is left. 

Well rotted manure adds that valu- 
able element so necessary to our heavy 
clayey soil in holding moisture and 
making the ground friable or worka- 
ble, namely, humus. Soil containing a 
good proportion of humus will hold 
-moisture, will not cake and shed water, 
and will not eraek like heavy clay. 

Let us start at the first requisite for 
a good gxrrden nnd assure proper drain- 
age, not only surfaee drainage, but 
sub-soil drainnge that will allow ex- 
cess water to drain off. Six inches of 
good soil over n bed of elay or hard 
pan will never grow anything hut shal- 
low-rooted annuals, ond even they arc 
apt to drown. 

The next requirement is the mechan- 
ical condition of the soil, which can 
he adjusted in this locality by the 
addition of humus and sand to our 
heavy clay. 

The third and least important factor 
in the flower garden is chemical fertil- 
izers or "forcers," which must be 
handled with a knowledge of the ele- 
ments the fertilizers .contain and the 
results we want to secure. Nitrogen 
produces a lenf growth which is not 
what we want in the flower-garden. We 



•want root and stems and bud; flower 

and fruit, or seed. For the first we can 

use. potash. and hardwood ashes is the 

most convenient form. For flowers we 

.-want phosphoric acid and. bone gives 

! us'. this element, bpne'fldwer for quick 

results and coarse bone for the use of 

the plant at a later date, about three 

," tb six months. 



He knew peisnnnlly all the great | 
players and managers of the last fifty 
years, and his wide circle of acquaint 
uncos and his intimate knowledge of 
the game made him an acknowledged 
authority on the national sport. To at 
tend a big league game with Terrcnce 
Connell was both a pleasure and a lib- 
eral education in baseball. 

Mr. Connell was probably as widely 
known in the theatrical world as he 
was in baseball circles. From the day 
the Garrick Theatre opened in 1901 he 
was chief ticket taker there, Mid in 
the twenty-three years that have pass- 
ed since then, he came to know prac- 
tically all the men and women promi- 
nent in the theatrical profession. When 
these actors and actresses were play- 
ing in Philadelphia, but at other the- 
atres, they always made it n point in 
the course of their''' engagements to 
drop into the Garrick and see Connell. 
Notable among these theatrical folks 
was George M. Cohan, who, being an 
ardent baseball fan, never missed an 
opportunity to chot with' Council alxiut 
the national game. But Cohan had a 
deeper interest in Terrcnce Council 
than baseball. Years ago when the now 
famous actor-producer was known only 
as the rather clever son of old Jerry 
Cohan and as only "one "of the''Four 
Coluuis, "' Terrcnce Connell had been 
one of the young man's most enthusi- 
astic supporters. Later when George 
branched out for himself and made his 
first appearance in Philadelphia as a 
star and was still doubtfully wonder- 
ing whether he would ever achieve the 
success and fame that has since romo 
to him, Mr. Connell was a constant 
source of encouragement to the young 
comedian. Cohan never forgot those 
days, and counted Terrcnce Connell as 
one of his best and truest friends. 

It was, in fact, in the realm of 
friendships that Terrencc Connel 
achieved his greatest success. It is 
literally true that his friends were 
legion. And this was as it should have 
been, for few men have had a greater 
capacity for making and keeping 
friends than Torrence Connell. Kindly 
and genials and always thoughtful of 
others, no one could have known him 
without being the better foT his ac- 
quaintance and friendship. And to 
have bad him both as a friend and 
neighbor was indeed a rare privilege 
and a source of constant pleasure. 

Terrence Connell -will; 'bis- genuinely 
missed, but he will not be forgotten, 
for the memory of a True Friend and a 
Good Neighbor live? on forever.
